Indianapolis, Ind., October 28.— 
With “no change in the situation”

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Lewis, acting president of the or- 
ganization, arrived late today from 
his home in Springfield, Ill. but 
had little to add to senfiments he 
has already expressed concerning 
the general strike planned to take 
effect in bituminous mines on No- 
vember 1. 

The condemnation of the rroposed 
walkout’ by President Wilson and 
his suggestion that a tribunal be 
appointed to find a basis of settle- 
ment of the disagreement between 
workers and employers with coal 
production continuing meanwhile, 
brought forth from Mr. Lewis the 
contention that the national execu- 
tive’s idea that the need for war- 
time prohibition had passed because 
the emergency had ended, expressed 
exactly the union's «*‘*' ‘e towards 
its war-time wage contract. 

Holda}Strike Not Hiegal. 

"There i#@ro f°: -'*»er use for war- 
time prohibition, according to the 
president,’ said Mr. Lewis. “Neither 
is there further use for the war- 
time Washington wage arreement. 
We therefore resent the imputation 
that the strike is illegal.” 

The suggestion that work be 
continued pending appointment and 
report of an investigating tribunal 
was denominated by Mr. Lewis as u 
measure of delay. 

“Ahat would mean montis of 
waiting while men ignorant of min- 
ing problems studied and tried to 
solve them,” he said. “Meanwhile 
the miners would be working under 
the present intolerable conditions.”

GEN. PERSHING 


TO-VISIT ATLANTA 


Visit Here Will Be Part 
of General Tour of War 
Plants at Request of Sec- 
retary Baker—Time of 
Visit Not Fixed.

(By Constitution Leased Wire.) 

Washington, October 28.—Gen- 
eral Pershing, who is now busy 
completing his final report on the 
work of the American expeditionary 
forces, will visit Atlanta sometime 
this fall in a general tour of army 
cantorments, supply depots and 
munition factories. 

General Pershing’s trip will be for 
the purpose of formulating recom- 
mendations to Secretary Baker as to 
what portion should be maintained 
against another national emergency 
His trip will take him as far as the 
Pacific coast, and while away he will 
visit his home in Missouri. The royte 
and time of departure have not been 
fixed. 

General Pershing expects to ap- 
pear before the congressional mili- 
tary committees during the current 
He said today he preferred 
in 


week, 
not to discuss military matters 
advance of the hearings. 

The general has already prepared 
recommendations dealing with the 
reorganjzation of the army and oth- 
er phases of the military establish- 
ment, including the question of in- 
creased pay for all ranks to meet 
the high cost of living. 

General Pershing declines to inti- 
mate what recontmendations he will 
make before the congressional com- 
mittees, declaring merely that he 
“will do the best possible for the 


army.” 
The tour through the southeast 


will center largely in Atlanta where 
there is a greater concentration of 
military activity than at any other 
point. He will inspect Camp Gor- 
don, Camp Jesup and Fort McPher- 
son, possibly visiting Benning at 
Columbus and other military activ- 
ities in Georgia. 

The details of the tour and the 
itinerary will be made public in 
due time, and although the gen- 
éral is hoping to avoid ceremonial 
functions as much as possible, it 
is Atlanta’s way to give him the 
crowning reception in the south. 


QUINTARD HALL BURNS: 
ALL CADETS ESCAPE 


Sewanee, Tenn., October 28.— 
Quintard hall, the main barracks 
of Sewanee Military academy here, 
in which 120 cadets and the faculty 
were quartered, was gutted by fire 
tonight. Residents marched out in 
perfect order and none were injured.

Nearly two hundred members of 
the Moreland Parent-Teacher associ-

issue of $3,000,000 to be used ex- 
clusively for schools, 

Members of the association prom- 
ised their unqualified support to the 
board of education in its stand con- 
cerning the school funds which coun- 
cil has deducted from its appropria- 
tions to the board. 

The lack of sufficient equipment 
in the schools was scored in the gen- 
era] discussion preceding passage of 
the resolutions, and the compelling 
need for new buildings was dis- 
cussed. 

Counell In Scored. 

Speakers condemned council's ac- 
tion in authorizing the city comp- 
troller to withhold from the appro- 
priation to schools the amount of 
the state school fund and the non- 
resident fees paid to the board of 
education. 

Action of the association relative 
to a proposed bond issue followed 
similar indorsement of a $3,000,000 
bond issue in resolutions passed at 
a meeting of the Atlanta Woman’s 
club Monday afternoon. The At- 
lanta Federation of Trades had al- 
ready advocated bonds in this 
amount to meet Atlanta’s public 
school educational necds, 

The resolutions of the Parent- 
Teacher association were intro- 
duced by the executive committee 
and are as follows: 

Resolution Passed. 

Whereas, the law enacted in 1918 by the 
general assembly of Georgia concerning the 
public schools of Atlanta does not Hmit the 
amount of money which the general council 
of Atlanta may appropriate to public schools; 
and, 

Whereas, the money now appropriated 
is not sufficient to properly enlarge and 
maintain the school system of the city; and, 

Whereas, the children now in the schools 
and the many thousands unable to obtain 
seats are the real sufferers; and, 

Whereas, the schools will receive only 
$60,000 of the recently Imposed emergency 
tax of approximately $255,000; ana, 

Whereas, this money appropriated by 
council is not sufficient even to keep the 
schools open; therefore, 

Be it resolved, That we, the Moreland 
Parent-Teacher association, heartily indorse 
the movement of the board of education to 
institute legal proceedings for the payment 
to the board of education of 22 per cent 
of the current funds of the city in addi- 
tion to the state school fund and non- 
resident tuition fees. 

Be it further resolved, That a copy of 
these resolutions be sent to the board of 
education with the promise of our sup- 
port, not only in this movement, but also 
in a $5,000,000 bond issue to be used ex- 
clusively for the schools. 

Refuse Hesignation, 

Mrs. Gordon Johnstone, president 
of the Moreland Parent-Téacher as- 
sociation, has moved out of the dis- 
trict and on this account tendered 
her resignation Tuesday afternoon.

SHOPMEN STRIKE 
AT FITZGERALD 


Claiming Violation of 
Contract, Employees of 
A., B. & A. Railroad 
Walked Out Tuesday. 


Demanding the discharge of Fore- 
man Ralston, of the A. B. & A. R. R. 
and receiving a refusal of 


the railroad officials to grant the 
demand, 300 shopmen in the Fitz- 
gerald shops of the above railroad 
walked out Tuesday. The men al- 
lege violation of the contract upon 
the part of the railroad administra- 
tion In allowing a foreman of boil- 
ermakers to do the work of jour- 
neyman boilermakers on the road. 

On the-eother hand, railroad offi- 
cials state that no contract has been 
violated. It is declared that fore- 
men were used to work on pumps, 
etc,, that other boilermakers in the 
shop were hot competent to do, and 
that pay for the foreman’s work 
was tendered to whatever man the 
shopmen might designate. 

It was also stated that the strike 
is illegal, in that the shopmen, un- 
der the national agreement, were 
obligated to take their grievance to 
the railroad officials, and failing to 
have them adjusted there, to carry 
them up to the commission created 
for that purpose in Washington. 
The shopmen, according to an offi- 
cial source, did not take the mat- 
ter in controversy with tte rail- 
road, but walked out after a de- 
mand upon the railroad to dis- 
charge Foreman Ralston had been 
declined. 

When asked last night whether 
the strike would seriously affect 
the service of the railroad, an offi- 
cial declared that it ld, of 
course, reduce the repairs that are 
needed and eventually affect the 
service, but it was stated also that 
the officials of the road are hope- 
ful that the strike will 
short duration, in that it is said to 
be illegal, and not likely to receive 
the support of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor or the internation- 
al officers of the unions concerned. 

It is understood that all the men, 
numbering about 300, walked out 
at the Fitzgerald shops of the At- 
lanta, Birmingham and Atlantic 
railroad, leaving only the car in- 
spectors and the power house men. 
It is not considered probable that 
the strike will spread to other 
shops of the company.

At a meeting called by Governor

Leading business men, farmers 
and lawvers from a large number 
of counties were present and the 
enthusiasm with which the plan 
outlined by the governor was re- 
ceived and the amount of stock 
subscribed by those present, aggre- 
gating $300,100, there appeared to 
be little doubt of the feasibility and 
success of the plan. There were 
about 200 present. 

The name of the corporation will 
be the Georgia Cotton Bank and 
Trust corporation. It will have a 
capital stock of $2,100,000, with per- 
mission to increase this ultimately 
to $20,000,000, if it is found de- 
do so. As soon as the 
stock is subscribed application will 
be made for a charter from Secre- 
tary of State S. Guyt McLendon, 
with Hugh M. Dorsey, of Fulton 
county; S. J. Slate, of Musearo-: R. 
C. Neely, of Burke, and C. B. Lewis, 
of Bibb, incorporators. - 

Office for Atlanta. 

The corporation will be organ- 
ized under the banking laws of 
Georgia, its main office located in 
Atlanta, with authority to est?™"' -h 
branch banks and places of bus!i- 
ness in other cities of t*° and 
of other states. It is even provided 
that the corporation may enter the 
export business and establish 
branches and connections In foreign 
countrics at a later date if the ex- 
pansion of its onerations warrant 
this extension. 

The chief of the organization 
will be to supply farmers with 
money at a low rate of interest, to 
establish accredited wareho ‘°‘s for 
the storage of cotton and to assist 
planters in marketing their prod- 
uct.

Colonel Peck, of 
General Lewis’ staff, is in direct 
command of the federal troops, with 
General Lewis in personal charge of 
the entire ‘situation. 

Troops for Neither Side. 

Continuing his statement, General 
Lewis said: ‘“‘While the strikers in 
most cases usually feel that troops 
are sent to take sides against them, 
this is not the case. The troops 
are for neither side, but to protect 
the vast citizenship and property 
affected by disorder.” 

“The troops now in Knoxville,” 
he said, “will remain stationary un- 
til there is disorder. In event of any 
disorder then will be the time dor 
action by the troops. We are here 
to preserve order and we intend 
to preserve it.” 

General Lewis said that he was 

well’ pleased to find that the situa- 
tion good. He also expressed 
gratification at finding a camp in 
the courthouse yard so centrally lo- 
cated and commended the efforts of 
General Sweeney and his staff on 
preparation made by them to re- 
cetve the federal troops. 
General Lewis stated that he had 
received a request from Governor 
Roberts at 10:15 o'clock Monday 
night that troops be sent to Knox- 
Previous to making that re- 
quest Governor.

Meeting of Executive 


Committee for the Red

Cross Campaign Held 
Tuesday—The National 
Manager Visits Atlanta. 


With a meeting of the executive 
committee, together with many 
other prominent Atlantans, held at 
noon at the chamber of commerce 
on Tuesday, definite work for the 
organization of the Atlanta cam- 
paign for the Third Red Cross Roll 
Call got under way. The roll call 
will be conducted from November 
2 to 11, and it is expected in that 
time to raise $50,000 in Atlanta, in 
the form of new and renewal mem- 
bership fees and larger gifts. 

Membership in the Red Cross only 


costs one dollar per year and, as a 
result of last year’s campaign the 
membership in the United States 
now numbers over twenty million. 

Chairman Alex W. Smith, who is 
in charge of the coming Atlanta 
campaign, presided at Tuesday's 
meeting, and the acceptance of the 
secretaryship of the campaign by 
William Phipps aroused great en- 
thusiasm among the workers. The 
naming of committees was under- 
taken at this meeting and a large 
part of this preliminary work ac- 
complished. WPractically all the old 
“wheel horses,” who have so loyal- 
ly put the city “over the top” in pre- 
vious campaigns and drives, are en- 
listed in the work and with the per- 
sonnel of the workers on the high 
plane which it has been placed, it is 
expected that there will be no dif- 
ficulty in securing the local quota. 

General Manager Here. 

An interesting visitor to the city 
on Tuesday was F, C. Munroe, gen- 
eral manager for the American Red 
Cross in the United States. Mr. 
Munroe, whose headquarters are in 
Washington, D. C., is here on a gen- 
eral inspection trip, conferring with 
local officials... He expressed him- 
self as particularly pleased with the 
work which is being accomplished 
through the Southern Division and 
stated that the amount of enthus- 
jasm, which he has met here makes 
the success of the coming roll call 
a foregone conclusion. 

Speaking last night of the work 
now being done by the organization, 
Mr. Munroe stated that. while they 
are still engaged in relief work in 
Europe, the main objective before 
the organization at the present 
time is the improvement of public 
health conditions in American and 
the general maintenance, of health 
in this country. 

“Tt is largely a question 
economics,” said Mr. Munroe, “The 
people of this country owe it to 
themselves to see that the standard 
of general vitality is raised, and, 
while it is a magnificent thing 
ideally speaking, to do all this work 
in Europe, conditions in America 
are not so perfect that we can yet 
devote our attention to other peo- 
ples to the neglect of our own. 
Eeonomiec Question. 
economie value of higher 
vitality standards among our own 
people is also immediately appar- 
ent in this day of necessarily high- 
er productivity. 

“We are at present,” he  con- 
tinued, “sustaining many conga: 
nurses and other relief workers 
Europe, practically all in the Ral. 
kans and other eastern European 
countries. Our work there consists 
almost entirely of the furnishing 
of medical and surgical attendance, 
the providing of necessary clothing 
and proper dietetics for children. 
The stamina of the coming genera- 
tions is our chief interest. 

“But. as atated above, we 
gradually withdrawing from this 
foreign service and, within the 
next twelve months, will bring to 
a close all of our work over there. 
The importance’ of the work in 
America demands this course. 

“Tt will not be ¢he object of the 
Red Cross to supersede any of the 
forces already working for better 
health conditions. Rather it is our 
purpose to arouse public opinion on 
this seore generally. We shall not 
step in where others, either na- 
tional, state, county or municipal 
forces are at work. We shall mere- 
ly hold up their hands and under- 
take the work in those places where 
none has heen attempted and where 
the need is greatest. 

Pian Preventive Work. 

“You know.” he added, “the char- 
ter of the Red Cross provides not 
only for our work during war time 
with the army and navy, but. for 
relief in times of distress, calamity 
or epidemic, in times of peace. Part 
of that relief lies mn the prevention 
of epidemics ie suffering and it 
is our purpose @uring the coming 
year to devote the greater part of 
our efforts to this preventive work.” 

Mr. Munroe will leave Atlanta on 
Wednesday and rettfrn to Washing- 
ton. He expects to visit Atlant” 
again in a month or six weeks and, 
his final remgrk last night, was: 

“T know when T return that I shall

For many years, even before the world war, the cry of conservation 
was one of the most potent in civilization. The- world had begun to: 
see the waste in things, and that in the world’s enjoyment of progress 
here and prosperity there people were not putting up for the rainy 
day. In this country there was conservation of forests and water 
power. There was then the first step toward the conservation of 
health, when Mr. Roosevelt started the movement with his statement, 
“Good health is the nation’s greatest asset.” 

In the midst of this new wisdom came the most wasteful, the most 
destructive, war in history, and for the period of the war the world. 
seemed mad. | 

But there came the relief work, the saving spirit of the nation, 
who began to organize to save first of all human life, and help keep 
life in those whom battles would destroy. In this saving there developed 
one of the greatest expressions of human service the world has ever 
known, 

Careless and care-free as the world had seemed to become, there | 
came an exhibition on the part of the people of this nation, which ex-| 


emplified the highest degree of human service, of the organized forces | 
of this nation under the banner of the American Red Cross, | 

Not satisfied with rendering service with all their hearts, there| 
came the desire to do that service in the best and the most direct) 
way, and people began to train themselves to become experts. Institu-| 
tions of all kinds opened their doors to train people for service, but. 
that which was the most direct training for service came through the) 
home service sections of the American Red Cross, wherever such a/' 
section was organized. | 

While people went about caring for the wounded, the sick or the) 
otherwise afflicted, eithér in war-ridden .Europe or in the military | 
encampments on:this side of the water, and the hospitals, people, while | 
they rendered service with caressing spirit, at the same time were | 
tutoring themselves in the best way to render that service. 

Those fhus occupied began to realize there was a vast waste in 
the old-fashioned and untrained methods of serving, and that there 
was need of the. conservation of these wasted efforts and emgrgies. | 
Mor that reason the Red Cross has wisely provided In the social and) 
home service institutions and classes, where people can go and equip 
themselves to render service to humanity, whether affliction comes in| 
times of peace or war. 

That such a service is needed and will always be needed is proven 
in the present condition of things, which show thatfora year or more 
there wfll have to be kept in activity the social service work which 
has been going on since the event of the war, for the families of the 
men who went to France to fight for their country. 

The people of this country pledged to the men who went to fight 
that they would take care of the ones they left behind, and that pledge. 
has largely been kept through the agency of the Red Cross. )

Penrose Predicts Repub- 
lican Party Will Restore 
Protection After Period 
of Commercial Readjust- 
ment.

Washington, October 28.—Senator 
Penrose, of Pennsylvania, declared 
today there is to be no revision of 
the tariff for some time, but that 
when the period of commercial re- 
adjustm shall have expired the 
republic party in congress will 
regtore protection for American in- 
dustries and American labor, 

The senator from Pennsylvania 
made this statement by way of com- 
ment upon the suggestion made in 
Philadelphia yesterday by Alba B. 
Johnson, formerly president of the 
Baldwin Locomotive works. The 
senator agreed that there was much 
noint to the declaration of Mr. John- 
son that downward revision of the 
tariff is essential if the United 
States is to become a real factor 
in world trade. 

Senator Penrose, however, drew 
attention to the fact that the prin- 
cipal nations of Europe are not in 
such a bad way financially and eco- 
nomically ag consideration solely of 
their war debts might indicate. He 
referred to the extensive acquisi- 
tions of valuable economic territo- 
ries gained by them through the 
war.

Contains Much Truth. 

“There is a great deal of sub- 
stantial truth in Mr. Johnson's 
statement,” Senator Penrose said. 
“At the same time I do not want to 
be understood as conveying any 
idea but that a vigorous policy of 
protection must be applied wher- 
ever needed by American industries. 

“Of course, the nations of Europe 
can not carry on trade with the 
United States unless, in the last 
analysis, they have commodities to 
send to the United States in ex- 
change for articles and commodities 
imported by them from the United 
States. These countries, as Mr. 
Johnson says, can not continue to 
pour gold into the United States 
with all the gold in the world be- 
ing cornered here, with the ulti- 
mate stoppage of all purchases here. 

“If the countries or Europe are 


to be rehabilitated from the com- 
mercial and industry paralysis of 
the war they must impo®t a vast 
amount of materials from the 
United States and must send back 
to us other commodities in pay- 
ment. 

“I was very much interested in 
the statements and the _ proceed- 
ings at the convention of the trade 
missions of Belgium, Great Brit- 
ain, France and Italy ande the 
United States at Atlantic City. 
They displayed great intelligence 
and grasp of situation. 

Pleasing Declaration. 


“One thing that was particular- 
lv pleasing s their declaration 
that the mgny millions of dollars 
which must be advanced to many 
of these nations, in order that 
they may make purchases in 
America, shall be arranged by pri- 
vate capital without government 
assistance or interference. We 
had plenty and too much parental 
governmental sustenance of enter- 
prises and finances during the 
war. We must get back to nor- 
mal, common sense methods, The 
government should keep out of all 
the affairs that private individuals 
and corporations can manage. 

“With foreign nations in this 
pecubiar position and moreover 
with the whole world in fact large- 
ly upset since the war it is the 
general consensus of business men 
all over the United States that it 
is not practical or even desirable 
to begin general tariff revision in 
the immediate future. American 
industries are booming or likely to 
begin to do so at a rapid rate. Most 

ntries are so depleted in ma- 
terials and so urgently in need of 
replacements that it would seem 
that there is abundant prodepect of 
commerce and trade for all. 

Republicans WillAct. 


This period, however, must pass 
in due time and be succeeded by 
a period of more normal, steady 
conditions. When this time comes, 
let no one doubt but that the re- 
publican party will uphold the 
standard of adequate protection 
to American industries and Ameri- 
tan labor. 

“In the meantime we will have 
much to occupy us in making a 
complete study of conditions 
relative to the tariff that we may 
be fully prepared to jump in im- 
mediately whenever the time re- 
quires, 

“If debts can be readjusted 
a proper basis and if economy 
be restored and taxes largely 
creesed, I would look for great 
te, ne in all civilized countries 
of the world. It must not be for- 
gotten that while England and 
France and other countries are 
confronted by heavy debts they 
have assets of untold wealth and 
potentiality in the vast territorial | 
possessions Which they have won. 
These alone in their present and 
possible value will be found upon 
reflection to make the national 
debts of these countries as a re- 
sult of the great war seem only of 
passing importance.”

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RHEIMS CATHEDRAL 
NOT BADLY DAMAGED 


Paris, October 28.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—After all, the 
Rheims eatheéral has not suffered 
from German bombardments and 
fire so much as was at first sup- 
posed, Cardinal Lucon has told a 
representative of The Paris In- 
transigeant, The cardinal an- 
nounced that dPvine service would 
be resumed in the cathedral from 
November 1, but the holy office will 
be restr icted to the altar of the Vir- 
gin and the ambulatory around it. 
These will accommodate only about 
1,500 persons. 

The interviewer describes how he 
met the cardinal] at Rheims in a 
simply-furnished apartment of the 
archiepiscopal palace, with a shell 
hole in the wall. Cardinal Lucon, 
despite his 77 years, is still hale 
and alert, and he is an optimist. 

“Destroyed, my cathedral? Why, 
no.” he said. “The damage is much 
more easily repairable than is gen- 
erally believed. few ancient 
parts, it is true, cannot be replaced, 
but the beauty of the cathedral lay, 
first, in its stained Blass; secondly. 
in its sculptures, and thirdly, in its 
statuary. 

“Of the stained glass, nine-tenths 
has been saved and brought to Par- 
is. The remaining tenth can be re- 
stored by specialists, with the aid 
of much patience and a great num- 
ber of colored photographs we 
have. As regards the sculptures, 
we shall use the numerous moldings 
we have of them. Many have had to 
be restored anyway in the course of 
centuries, such as, for instance, the 
large piece representing the As- 
sumption. That was restored in 
187i ve 

“As for the statuary, we have so 
many moldings that it will be easy 
to reproduce the damaged parts. 
The pillars, with their ornamented 
capitals, have suffered little; only 
the two side doorways have been 
badly damaged by fire.” 

“Was there not some talk of leav- 
ing the cathedral as it was?” the re- 
porter asked.

She ig doing this work at 
the request of her government that 
she may be prepared to organize a 
child welfare bureau on her return 
and for this reason will stay on 
six works after the conference 
closes in order to study methods 
used in children’s clinics in New 
York city.

Waldensian colony, of 
which her father is pastor, some 
years ago. She has one sister who 
is a physician, two who are phar- 
macists and two who are teachers, 
one being head of the only domes- 
tic science school in Uruguay. Her 
brothers are physicians, bankers 
and lawyers.

Comparisons Show Truth.

What is 
more appropriate for this particular 
season than these candies, all of 
which ean be made with corn sirup 
or molasses instead of sugar? Let 
the youngsters have their Hallow- 
e’en treat and serve some of the fol- 
lowing sweets: 


Pop Corn Balls. 


Pop the dried corn in a regular 
corn popper or in a covered iron 
frying pan, shaking vigorously and 
taking care not to let it burn. A 
cup of dried corn will make three 
quarts when popped. 

To make the pop corn balls, boil 
together 1 cup of corn sirup, half 
teaspoon salt, and 1 tablespoon of 
Vinegar until a few drops harden 
in cold water. Flavor with vanilla. 
Pour the sirup over the popped corn 
while the sirup is hot. This amount 
of sirup will cover three quarts of 
popped corn. As soon as the mass 
is cool enough to handle, grease 
th ehands well and form into balls. 

For peanut pop corn balls follow 
the above directions for making 
pop corn balls, but use 2 quarts of 
pop corn and cups of freshly 
roasted peanut meats. 

Chocolate pop corn balls are a lit- 
tle bit different and the youngsters 
are sure to enjoy them. 

Cook 1 cup of corn sirup for five 
minutes. Add 2 squares of chocolate 
and stir until melted. Cook slowly 
until a little dropped in water forms 
a soft ball. Beat until thick. Put 
1% quarts of popped corn in a but- 
tered pan and pour the sirup over 
it. Form into balls when cool 
enough to handle. 

Peanut Brittle. 

One cup white corn sirup, 1 ta- 
blespoon vinegar, one-fourth tea- 
Spoon salt, 1 teaspoon vanilla, 1 cup 
freshly roasted peanut meats. 

Cook the corn sirup, vinegar and 
salt in a saucepan until a little 
dropped in cold water forms a soft 
ball. Put the peanuts and the sirup 
into an iron skillet and stir until 
the sirup becomes a golden brown. 
Remove from the fire and stir in 
vanilla. Have ready a shallow but- 
tered pan, pour candy into it and 
spread out in a thin sheet. Allow 
to cool, then remove from the pan 
and crack into pieces. 

Molasses Taffy. 

Cook 1 cup of New Orleans mo- 
lasses with 1 tablespoon of vinewar 
until the sirup forms a hard ball 
when dropped in cold water. Add 1 
tablespoon of butter before remov- 
ing from the stove. Pour into a 
shallow buttered pan, and when 
cool enough to handle pull until 
porous and hard. Stretch out and 
mark into 1l-inch pieces while still 
Slightly soft. Break into pieces 
when cold.
